The diary, Speriglio said, details Miss 
Monroe’s relationships with President 
John F. Kennedy and his brother, Sen. 
Robert Kennedy — both assassination vic- 
tims — as well as organized crime figures. 

He said the last person to see the book 
was a deputy coroner, who admitted sign- 
ing Miss Monroe’s death certificate “under 
duress.” 

“The following morning, he (the deputy 
coroner) found that the diary was missing 
and stricken off the inventory as if it never 
existed,” the detective added.
